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REMARKS 

Claim 10 has been rewritten. 

L ALLOWABLE MATTER 

Applicants note with appreciation the Examiner's indication that claims 1-5, 7-9, 14, and 16- 
19 are allowed. 

IL OBJECTION 

The Office rejected dependant claim 12 for depending from rejected independent base claim 
10 and as would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Independent claim 10 has been rewritten to include the limitation(s) of cancelled dependant 
claim 12. As such, independent claim 10 and its remaining dependant claims should now be seen as 
being allowable over the prior art cited in the last office action.
